THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


The commercial journals of Bos- 


ton, New York, ami other large dis- 
tributing centres, are whistling very 
low just now; and conclude that gen- 
eral business for the balance of the 
year will be light. 
They also ac- 


knowledge that the markets are over- 
stocked with domestic and foreign 
goods, and that a further decline in 
most descriptions of merchandise is 
probable. \Vhether this is a correct 
conclusion or not it is well for all 
business men to understand that 
there is no immediate possibility of 
goods being scarce or higher in price. 
Under the stimulus of excessive pro- 
fits in manufacturing, during and 
immediately after the war, our mills 
multiplied their productions faster 
than the demand for consumption— 
in fact, out of all proportion to our 
home wants and exportation require- 
ments. A like blunder was commit- 
ted by the British manufacturers dur- 
ing the war between France and 
Germany; these two nations, when 
at peace, are gigantic producers of 
cotton, silk and woolen fabrics and 
metal wares; and hence, when they 
got to fighting, John Bull thought 
he had the world's market all to 
himself, and redoubled his energy to 
supply an anticipated demand. The 
result is, John Bull and Brother 
Jonathan have, to-day, got more 
goods than they can dispose of at a 
fair profit. The recent large failures 
of manufacturing and commercial 
firms in England—estimated at twen- 
ty-five million pounds sterling—ex- 
hibit the present unfortunate condi- 
tion of business in the strongest 
moneyed center of Europe. 


Last year was not one of profit to 


our manufacturers or merchants; but 
when 1875 dawned everybody seemed 
to think that a new year would bring 
new life, vigor and prosperity to us 
all. And what of next year? We 
elect a President in 1876, and all past 
political records tell us that Presi- 
dential years are not favorable to 
business. Politics and business ought 
never mingle nor amalgam; but they 
do in this country, and unfortunately 
for us, to-day, politics wields the 
Bword, controls the Treasury, sub- 
sidizes the banking business, and 
thus demoralizes all our industry. 


What shall we do? Shall we prod 


along in doubt, suspicion and per- 
turbed nnrest—letting "things slide" 
and let "the Old Scratch take the 
hindmost?" No! take in sail, prac- 
tice economy, reduce expenses, and 
wait for the turn of the tide. The 
country is rich; we have a self-sup- 
porting population; we have abun- 
dant harvests, and mid-Winter is a 
full two months ahead. If we can 
not add to our gains, let us hold to 
what we have. For the last decade 
we have lived too fast; have dis- 
counted the fnture, built mills, con- 
structed machinery, enlarged our 
stores and warehouses, added more 
acres to our domains, and spent 
money freely and prodigally. The 
toiling class, who never have aught 
but their daily bread, with shelter 
and raiment, may not thank us for 
this advice. It is not intended for 
them. But for that class of our citi- 
zens who are always grasping for 
more, and who are not inclined to 
heed the teachings of experience, the 
inexorable laws of trade and indus- 
try, the periodical rise and downfall 
legitimate and illegitimate enter- 
prises, the deceptive stimulus of 
cheap paper currency, and the mani- 
fold commercial, manufacturing and 
financial delusions of A. I). 1875, 
when every brainless blockhead is 
hastening to get wealth; and who 
thinks that sham dollars, fine houses, 
fast horses and a spendthrift wife is 
the full fruition of this era of shoddy 
and sham. All gammon and sorrow! 
But business is rather dull, though. 


IT is now ascertained that the inju- 


rious effects of furnace vapors upon 
vegetation is due to the sulphur acids 
contained in the vapors and not to 
the lead, arsenic or finely-divided 
carbon.

Q0ICKSILVER IN NEVADA.—The En- 


terprise of yesterday says: A few days 
ago we mentioned briefly the report- 
ed discovery of n cinnabar deposit 
near Eeno. We questioned the truth 
of the report at tho time, believing 
tho specimens exhibited to be either 
samples of the "float" cinnabar found 
at intervals throughout the State, or 
something else closely resembling it. 
We have since seen specimens from 
the locality mentioned, and are sat- 
isfied from an examination of them, 
and from information gathered from 
reliable sources, that the discovery is 
one of great importance to the Stpte. 
The specimens before us are evident- 
ly from a large ledge. 
They are 


from the croppings and seem to be 
similar in character to a prominent 
deposit extending more than a mile 
in length, with an apparent width of 
from fifty to one hundred feet. It 
seems to be tho first cinnabar that 
haa ever been found 'in place' in Ne- 
vada, and the value of the discovery 
can scarcely be over-estimated. It 
is what ia known as crystalline cinna- 
bar—the second deposit of tho kind 
on the coast. 
A vein of the same 


character has been open for some 
years near South San Juan,Monterey 
county, California. It contains the 
purest and richest vermilion, a small 
quantity of which was sent to China 
not long since; and readily sold at 
803 per ounce. The Beno deposit is 
about four and a half miles south- 
west of that place. 
It was dis- 


covered by Mr. Poe, who opened the 
Peavine mines and is quite a noted 
prospector. The people of Beno are 
much excited over the discovery, 
and we understand that some forty 
or fifty locations have already been 
mado in the neighborhood of the 
original claim. The specimens in 
our possession are rich in vermilion, 
and contain perhaps five or six per 
cent, of quicksilver. Specimens have 
been taken out, however, which indi- 
cate ten or fifteen per cent, of mer- 
cury. 
What the 
discovery will 


amount to cannot at present be de- 
termined; but the deposit has the 
appearance of being extensive, and 
the belief of those immediately con- 
cerned is that Nevada will be able 
very soon to provide her own quick 
silver."
